After months of negotiation the 
Optical Technicians and Workers’ 
Union, Local No. 18791, San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland, has reached an 
agreement with the optical dealers’ 
association of California.

$37.50 weekly for the first 18

Mr. Stinchfield knows that. That's why he thinks 
is “highly desirable’? for labor to organize a party of its 
own and abandon all efforts to influence the policies of 
existing parties. 

Truly, that would be “highly desirable” for liberty 
leaguers like Mr. Stinchfield, but it would be disastrous 
for the American workers and, therefore, American work- 
ers will have nothing to do with the scheme.

160 New Compacts 


Wage Boosts and Other Con- 
cessions Won in Twelve 
Cities in Six States 


Union agreements have been ne- 
goiated with 106 new companies, 
it was reported this week at the 


grand lodge oflices of the interna- 
tional association of machinists. 

All of the pacts provided for sub- 
stantial wage increases, some con- 
taining boosts of 25 and cents 
an hour. Twelve cities in six states 
were represented.

chine and Supply company, Pitts- 


burgh, Pa. The walkout there was 
of short duration and ended with a 
union shop agreement, providing 
10 and 15 cents wage increases, es- 
tablishing minimum = pay 
ranging from $1 to $1.50 an hour. 
Automobile engine mechanics in 
a total of 24 companies in Apple- 
ton, Menasha, Neenah and Kau- 
kauna, Wis., received and 35 
cent hourly increases as a result of 
union agreements signed there. 
At Eau Claire, Wis., 32 auto repair 
shops were unionized and wages 
raised 14 and 20 cents an hour. 
Another union agreement lopped 
eight hours off the work week and 
added $10 to the weekly pay en- 
velopes of machinists employed by 
the Carl T. Schultz company, New 
York. 
One manufacturers’ organization 
the body builders’ association of 
Chicago, composed of 41 firms 
signed an agreement which, among 
other things, 10 per 
cent.

In asking dismissal of the com- 
plaint the steel company charged 
that the national labor relations 
board had acted “in concert” with 
the union in making its charges, 
and that the complaint was “the 
result of an arrangement” between 
the board and the union to assist 
the steel workers’ organizing com- 
mitteé to force the Weirton em- 
ployes against their wishes” to join 
the union.

An overwhelming majority of 
the members in good standing of 
the mine, mill and smelter work- 
ers’ local union at Copperhill and 
Isabella, Tenn., voted to apply to

The vote of these two locals 
definitely repudiates the action of 
the international union of mine, 


mill and smelter workers in join- 
ing forces with John L. Lewis, 
president of the united mine work- 
ers of America, in the establish- 
ment of the committee indus- 
trial organization, to overthrow 
the decisions of a majority of the 
delegates at the 1935 convention of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Later, the American Federation 
of Labor suspended the ten com- 
ponent unions of the CIO for 
establishing a dual organization 
and refusing to dissolve it. 

A large amount of resentment 
has been smouldering in the ranks 
of these two local unions ever since 
the officers of the international 
union joined up with the 
majority of the members having 
refused to pay to the 
group.

In addition, some 3,000 to 
6,000 persons between 60 and 65 
who are not eligible for federal 
benefits come under the scope of 


the new law. The only limitation 
on these in the 60-to-65-year group 
is the requirement the 
legislature of a residence 
in Colorado.

The accumulation of the pension 
fund has been in operation since 
January 1, the receipts being at 
the rate of about $12,000,000 a 
year—$7,000,000 from state funds, 
and $5,000,000 from federal cunds. 
The new pension fund began with 


a surplus of about $2,000,000 


Although the law provides for 
pensions of $45 a month pension- 
ers in the immediate future will 
not receive that amount. This 
drawback is occasioned by the pro 
vision of the constitutional amend- 


ment that all money in the pension 


fund must be split after January 
1, 1938, among the pensioners. So 
that until the legislature increases 
the. fund by additional taxation 
from about $12,000,000 annuaily to 
$15,000,000 or $16,000,000, experts 
say the average pension will drop 
back to the present $28 a menth 


or less. It is expected however, 


that the next legislature will :neet 
this emergency by suitable tixa- 
tion to enable the aged to receive 
the maximum of $45 a month.

William Green, of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
issued a direct challenge to the 
international typographical union 


this week to take a definite stand 


on the question of affiliation with 
the CIO or the AFL in a speech 
before the printers’ convention 
held in Louisville, Kentucky. 


The labor president in a vigorous 


attack on CIO policies waved a 
photographic copy of a CIO char- 
ter recently granted a northwest- 
ern lumber union and signed by 
Charles P. Howard, I. T. U. pres- 
ident and secretary of the CIO. 
“The L. T. U. is still in the 
federation, yet its president is 
secretary of a dual organiza- 
tion, signing charters for un- 
ions taken away from the 


AFL,” Green said. 

“It is difficult for me to un- 
derstand how the typograph- 
ical union can reconcile its 
affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor and such 
actions of one of its officers. I 
can’t believe the rank and file 
of your union would approve, 
if the question were submitted 


to a referendum vote.” 
Green declared surrender to the 
CIO was unthinkable and called 


upon the printers to take a stand 
in this important matter.
